ADMITS RELATIONS WITH GIRL 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Sept. 4— 
Through six weary hours lt:enry Clay Beat- 
tie Jr., indicted for the murder of his wife, 
battled on the stand for his life today. 
Evening interrupted the vigorous cross ex- 
amination by the commonwealth, Judge 
Watson adjourning court to tomorrow morn- 
ing, when Prosecutor L. 0. Wendenburg will 
continue his questions. 

The prisoner sat for hours, his manner 
cool and collected, unfolding the details of 
his relations with Beulah Binford, a 17 year 
old girl for whom, the prosecution alleges, 
Beattie killed his bride of a year. 

He also told his story of an attack by a 
highwayman, the shooting of his wife, the 
wild ride to a neighbor's home at a speed 
of fifty-life miles an hour with the lifeless 
body of his wife in the machine beside him. 

He categorically denied he knew anything 
of the purchase by his cousin, Paul Beattie, 
of the shotgun with which his wife was 
Killed. He likewise contradicted the ‘testi- 
mony of his cousin with regard to the alleged 
confession in which he is supposed to have 
said to Paul, “1 wish I hadn’t done it” 


Dons Blood Stained Coat. 
The prisoner, by request of the prosecu- 
tion, donned the blood stained coat he wore 
the night of the murder and attempted to 


| éxplain why blood haa net flecked certain: 


portions of the garment if his wife was re- 
clined against him in the way he described. 

That it was his wife who suggested the 
ride on the Midlothian turnpike after they 
were nearing the Owen home on their return 
from the drug store where they went to get 
@ prescription filled was the statement of 
the prisoner ag to the occasion of the II] fated 
ride, but whem on cross examination Prose- 
cutor Wendenburg asked the accused if he 
would have taken his wife riding even if 
she had not suggested “the epin,”’ Beattie 
ad@mitted that his “ mind was not made up 
at that time.”’ 

The prosecution, in its cross examination, 
gave particular attention to two points in 
the previous testimony of the prisoner. If 
the accused had on the night of the mur- 
der, a light fastened to the rear of the ma- 
chine, why cpuld he not see the fleeing high- 
wayman to the rear of the car; or ff the pris- 
oner had grappled with the assasin and 
succeeded in wresting the shotgun from him, 
why did the highwayman flee with Beattie 
at his feet on the ground? These questions 
the prisoner evaded today, but tomorrow 
the prosecution will hammer away at them 
anew. 


Denies Story of Cousin. 

Denial after denial came from the prisoner 
as Prosecutor Wendenburg questioned him 
concerning the alleged purchase of a shotgun 
for him by his cousin, Paul Beattie, on the 
Saturday before the murder and the testi- 
mony of the latter as to the confession in 
which Henry is atieged to have exclaimed: 
“I wish to God I hadn't done it. I wouldn't 
do it again for a million dollars.” 

Beattie disclaimed any connection with the 
purchase of the gun and knowledge of the 
transfer of any gun by Paul to him, saying 
he never saw the fatal shotgun until the nicht 
it was raised by the highwayman on the Mid- 
lothian turnrpike. 

He admitted little of Paul'e testimony con- 
cerning his meetings with him. He em- 
phatically denied he had een with Pau! at 
any time w@in se week or fortnight 
previous to the night of the murder, and or 
this declaration the prosecution tomorrow 
will linger particularly, as tonight Detective 
Scherer declared that four witnesses were 
to be produced who saw Henry and Pau! to- 
gether also on the Thursday night before he 
murder. 


Girl’s Part Important. 

The influence of Beulah Binford on the case 
was conspicuous throughout the day. Coun- 
sei for the defense twitted the prosecution 
for not putting the girl on the witness stand, 
since the state had subpcenaed her. 

Harry M. Smith Jr., counsel for the de- 
fense, said he never had had an opportunity 
even to epéak with her, as she was kept in- 
communicado in jail, whereat Judge Wat- 
son, in surprise, declared the defense would 
have every Opportunity to confer with thé 
girl. Counsel for the defense said he washed 
his hands of her. 

The prosecution intimated it would cal! the 
girl, and When rebuttal begins tomorrow or 
the next day it is practically certain that 
she will be called, particujarly to corrob- 
orate the testimony of Paul Beattie as to cer- 
tain messages which, he says, Henry asked 
him to deliver to her. | 


Question About Beulah Binford., 

The prosecution devoted the first part of 
cross examination to inquiry into Beattie’s 
relations with Beulah Binford. 

“ How iong have yOu known Beulah Bin- 
ford?’ he was asked. 

“T met her in August, 1907.” he said.

CHARGEDEPUTIES 
WITH RACE GRAFT 


Labor Business Agents Assert 
Sheriff’s Men Took 
Money at Haw- 
thorne. 


PROMISE TO FILE CHARGES 


Following Arrest of Eight Al- 
leged Bettors, Promoters Say 
Watchmen Drank, but 
Didn't Pay.

Labor leaders under whose auspices the 
three day racing meet at Hawthorne was 
held announced last night that they would 
file charges with the county civil service 
commission against a number of deputy 
sheriffs who were supposed to police the 
race track. 

This announcement carhe after a day of 
exciting events at Hawthorné. Stung by the 
public criticism of gambling at the race 
track last Saturday, Sheriff Zimmer’s force 
yesterday managed to arrest eight alleged 
gamblers. The first man to be arrested was 
Peter 8. Shaughnessy, president of the Chi- 
cago Business Agents’ association. which 
gave the meet. On the heels of Shaugh- 
nessy's arrest came the charges from John 
J. Brittain, secretary-treasurer of the busi- 
ness agents’ association. 


To File Charges This /Week. 
Brittain said the charges to be filed with 
the civil service commission would include: 


Accepting bribes from handbook men to 
permit gambling at the races. 

Refusing to make arrests after their at- 
tention had been called to individual cases 
of betting. 

Intoxication and conduct unbecoming 


officers. : 

“We shall file the charges some tay this 
week, but until we lay our complaints before 
the civil service board we wil] not give out 
the names of any of the deputies figuring 
in our charges,” said Mr. Brittain. “‘ Weare 
going to make out accusations against from: 
fifteen to twenty men. 

“We have affidavits from handbook mep 
who have sworn that they paid money to 
deputies. I know of two deputies who re- 
ceived $40 each. Four others received money 
from the gamblers. 


Deputies Refuse to Arrest.. 
“There was gambling going on this after- 
noon in the paddock right under the eyes of 
the deputies. Detectives employed by our 
association saw it. They called the attention 
of the deputy sheriffs to the betting. The 
deputies refused to see. ° 4 
“ Several of the deputies Were drunk this 
afternoon. They went over to the bar, or- 
dered drinks for half a dozen of their friends 
and when it came to settling they said they 
were deputies and didn’t have to pay.” 

In the afternoon Sheriff Zimmer had over 
100 deputies on the grounds, and although 
twelve handbook men were operating, ac- 
cording to Brittain, only eight men were ar- 
rested. Brittain claims that hundreds of 


men laid bets on the horses. 


Arrest Eight in Raid.”

Sheriff Welcomes Proposed Charges. 

Sheriff Zimmer, when told by a reporter of 
the threatened charges against his men, said

“ If we have any men on our force who have 
been guilty of the charges preferred by Brit- 
tain they ought to be punished severely,” 
said Sheriff Zimmer. “it is hard for me to 
believe that the deputies are guilty.

‘STOP GAMBLING,’ SAYS MAYOR, 
ON EVE OF RETURN TO CITY. 


Harrison, at Marquette, Mich., Declares 
He Will Order Police to Force Obedi- 
ence to Law. 


Marquette. Mich., Sept. 4.—[€pecial }—" If 
gambling is being carried on openly in Chi- 
cago I'll stop it in a jiffy when 1 get home 
tomorrow.” 

This was the positive statement made by 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison tonight as he 
was about to board the train for Chicago 
after having spent several weeks at the 
Huron Mountain club 

"I do not propose to tolerate gambling in 
any form,’ continued the mayor. “and if 
conditions are as bad as reported, you can 
take my word for tt there will be something 
doing. 

“Of course, there are some forms of 
gambling that it is pretty hard to suppress, 
but | shail give the police department or- 
ders to use their utmost efforts to stop it 
and bring the offenders to justice. Public 
gambling in every form will be stopped at 
once.” 

“How do you account for the attitude of 
Chief McWeeny, Who admits that the gam- 
bling houses are running wide open, but re- 
fuses to take @ny action,” he Was asked. 

“ That is @ question I cannot answer until 
I get to Chicago, and have time to makea 
personal investigation,””’ the mayor replied.

Examination of a dozen witnesses yester- 
day developed clews which point to Frederick 
Wennerstrom, the auto liveryman whose 
body was found in the Fox river near Cary, 
Ill, on Sunday, as one of a gang of four | 
safeblowers who have been operating in that ° 
eection for ten weeks. Whether he was a 


| guilty or an innocent member has not been 


determined. 

An automobile anewering the descriptica of 
the one in which the robbers rode was seen 
in a neighboring cornfield. When the. police 
went to the field for it It had disappeared. 

The description of the dead man approxt- 
mates the rough description given by a pris- 
oner charged with burglary as that of his ec- 
complice. 

Wennerstrom, has been away from his 
garage for days at a time, returning with 
considerable money and telling conflicting 
stories of how he had made it. 

The clews offered by a brother, William 
Wennerstrom, have been rejected by Sheriff 
A. H. Henderson of McHenry county, and — 
the others at work on the case, among them > 
Detectives Herman Larson and James 6ul- 
livan of the Chicago bureau. The detectives’ 
suspicions, says Wenne , are unfound- 
ed. He asserts his brother expressed fears 
that men he aided the police in capturing 
eight years ago were “ laying for him.” 


| How Gang Worked at Crystal Lake. 


The most detatied story of operations of — 
the gang is that coming from North Crystal | 
Lake. There the postoffice closely adjoins

International President Kline at San Fran- 
cisco jact night sald that the federation offi- 
clals there to confer with Harrimen line 
Officers ha4 delegated power to act for the 
federation to the men handling negotiations 
in Chicago, and he was of the opinion that a 
strike would follow the answer of Mr. Mark- 
bam. 

Mr, Markham’'s letter, addressed to Seo- 
retary W. F. Kramer of the Blacksmiths’ 
bretherhood, as chairman of the committee 
of general officers, repeated. what both he 
and Vice President Park previously told the 
committee in conference.

The absence of a formal 
Labor day demonstration wes declared by 
labor leaders to have added to the enjoyment 
of the day. 


Increase Fund for McNamaras. 
More than @ month ago the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor voted unanimously against 
@ parade or any demonstration that would 
necessitate the expenditure of money. 
The federation is attempting te raise a large 
fund for the defense of the McNamara 
brothers, who are charged with having dyna- 
mited the Los Angeles Times building. Al]- 
ready more than $20,000 has been forwarded 
to the American federation from the Chicago 
central body. This money was voted from 
the treasuriés of loca] unions and raised by 
Private subscription among the union work- 
men. 

Yesterday wae devoted largely to increas- 
ing the fund. Buttons bearing the pnoto- 
graph of John J. McNamara were sold. 
Lemonade stands were conducted at the vari- 
ous picnics, banners were peddied, and many 
other methods used for getting money. How 
much was collected is not known, but ft was 
reported last night that the amount would 
reach several thousand doliara. 


Tramps Guests at Picnic. 

Perhaps the most unique spectacle of the 
day centered around the hobos of the west 
side. Five hundred homeless and roaming 
men were treated to a picnic on the farm of 
the Rev. Benjamin M. Brown, pastor of the 
Onward Presbyterian church at West Divis- 
ion and North Leavitt streets. 

The tramps, ragged and unshaven, were 
recruited from the lodging houses and saloons 
in West Madison street, between South Jef- 
ferson and South Desplaines streets. They 
were hauled to the farm in Oak Park in 
thirty wagons and auto trucks decorated 
with bunting and American flags. The outing 
was held under the auspices of the Bible 
Rescue missioh. 

Soma of the men, believing they were to 
be made the victims of some joke, refused to 
enter the wagons. Their remarks afforded 
amusement for hundreds of spectators. 


March to Picnic Grounds. 

From the Columbus statue, Exchange ave- 
nue and East Ninety-second street, South 
Chicago, 8,000 men, representing thirty- 
three unions of the South Chicago ba ae 
and Labor assembly, marched to WhHite 
Eagle grove, Eighty-third street and Mus- 
kegon avenue, where the annual picnic was 
held in the afternoon. 

Games were played at the picnic grounds

COLORED MAN ARRESTED. 


Only the Victim, Protector of Sons, 
Taken to Jail. 


Because he tried to protect his 15 year old 
nephew from an attack made by the two sons 
of @ policeman, M. I. Willway, colored, isa 
prisoner at the Stanton avenue police station. 
He will be tried at the Thirty-fifth street 
court this morniug on charges of disorderly 
conduct and assault with a deadly weapon. 

Wiliway was severely beaten by a crowd 
which attacked him, a member of which was 
the father of the boya, who are said to have 
started the trouble. 

Willway resides at 823 East Thirty-seventh 
street. Late yesterday afternoon his nephew, 
Hite Matthews, was sitting on the front steps 
of his uncle's house, when James and Oliver 
Granger, the two sons of Policeman William 
Grenger of the Stanton avenue station, 
walked past the house. 

Ill Feeling for a Week. 

According to information gained in the 
neighborhood there had been ill feeling be- 
tween the Granger children and a number of 
colored boys for the last week. It was this 
that led the former to make a taunting re- 
mark directed at the Matthews boy, who re- 
torted. 

James Granger !s 21 years oid, but this, ftis 
said, did not deter him from striking the 
colored boy. The latter called for help, and 
Wilway rushed from the house to his assist- 
ance. finding that the two white boys were 
superior in strength, Wliliway seized a fence 
board and attempted to drive them awey. 
At this juncture Policeman Granger, who 
lives at 416 East Thirty-seventh street, ar- 
rived on the scene. He struck Wilway sev- 
eral times on the head with his fists, it Is 
said. A crowd gathered and several friends 
of the policeman reinforced him to the ex- 
temt of beating the colored man over the 
head with clubs and sticks. 

After this was over Policeman Granger 
telephoned for a patro] wagon and Willway 
was taken to the Stanton avenue station. 
Neither the policeman’s sons nor his friends 
were arrested. 


Policeman Explains His Act. 

“ How didjthe trouble start?” the police 
men was asked last night. 

“TI don’t know,” he answered. “TY gust 
saw the mixup and then arrested Willway.”’

SUMMER COLONY TRAGEDY 


Both Victims Die Without Talk- 
ing; Each of Well Known 
Family. . 


New York, Sept. 4.—[{Special.]—Miss Cath- 
erine Van Wyck, the 20 year old daughter 
of Albert Van Wyck of Brooklyn, was shot 
and killed tonight at Quogue, Lom Island, 
by Wiliam A. Childs Jr., formerly of Engie- 
wood, N. J., whose family has occupied a cot- 
tage at Quogue for years. Childs then Com 
mitted suicide. 

Childs was about the same age as Miss 
Van Wyck and hed been attentive to her. 
Miss Van Wyck was popular and attractive 
and Childs was well regarded. During the 
afternoon they attended a baseball game, but 
a little while before the shooting had been 
walking along the beach talking earnestly. 

At about 6:80 o'clock Miss Van Wyck, 
Childs, and Paul Aquilar were together, when 
suddenly Childs stepped behind the young 
woman, and, before any one could gét near 
enough to prevent, fired twice into Miss Van 
Wyck’s back. As she fell he gave one glance | 
and jumped over a fence surrounding a corn- 
field. He ran a short distance through the 
field and then another shet was heard, 


Both Die Without Speaking. 

The shooting took place about 1 yards 
from the Van Wyckcottage. Anautomobile 
party that drove up immediately afterward 
took Miss Van Wyck home, and Dr. J. G. 
Greeff found that one bullet had gone 
through the young woman’s back and lodged 
in her chest and the other had entered her 
side.

‘That broken promise is credited by the 
Ctvil Service Reform association with being 
largely responsible for the present trouble 
_ @mong the trustees. The three Democratic 
trustees and Paul Hazard have —— 
jobs. They want more. 

Under the former board there was a merit 
system, but it had no legal basis. Itis 
Glaimed that less than 160 of approximately 
‘300 employés then had political backing. it 
is claimed by the majority that the minority 
wants to break down the existing merit sys- 
‘tem. Some inroads on it have been made. 
The June salary roll contains 516 names. 
The employés register shows that 188 of 

these have political pull. This leaves 33” 

who have no means, other than the quality 
and quantity of ir work, to keep their 

fobs. 


Fail to Pass Merit Bill. 

“If the iegislature had enacted a statute 
for the drainage board there would not have 
Been so much breaking down of the merit 
System,” said Herbert Fleming, secretary of 

the Civil Service Reform association. “ We 
‘eet a state, county, and park merit law 
Passed and it seemed there was not such 
urgent need for a merit system in the drain- 
age district as in the other governing bod- 
fee. It was not pushed so hard. The trus- 
tees then seemed to be in favor of a merit 
law. They objected, however, to a law 
Which would place them under the state 
‘merit board.” 
Mr. Fleming wae not certain who was re- 
sponsible for the failure of the bill to pass. 
certain of the trustees assert that the 
Smyth faction opposed the bill vigorously In 
private talks with the legisiators. It is said 
they urged that the lawmakers pase the 
bill increasing the salary of trustees and 
‘jet the merit bill teke care of itzelf. 

A member of the minority says that he 
ever heard of the majority members clam- 
@ring for a civil service law. Nevertheless 
‘they are now strenuously advocating a merit 
system statute. 


Platform Vigorous for Law. 

-The last Democratic state platform was 
unusually vigorous in favor of civil service. 
In part it reads: i 
© We regard the spoils system as a fruitful 
gource of graft and corruption in the politics 
ef our state. It has demoralized public serv-y.

Because he tried to protect his 15 year ol4 
nephew from an attack made by the two sons 
of & policeman, M. I. Willway, colored, isa 
prisoner at the Stanton avenue police station. 
He will be tried at the Thirty-fifth street 
court this morning on charges of disorderly 
conduct and assault with a deadly weapon. 

Willway was severely beaten by a crowé 
which attacked him, a member of which was 
the father of the boys, who are sald to have 
started the trouble. 

Willway resides at 823 East Thirty-seventh 
| street. Late yesterday afternoon his nephew, 
Hite Matthews, wae sitting on the front steps 
of his uncle’s house, when James and Oliver 
Granger, the two sons of Policeman William 
Grenger of the Stanton avenue station, 
walked past the house. 


Ill Feeling for a Week. 
According to information gained in the 
neighborhood there had been ill feeling be- 
tween the Granger children and a number of 
colored boys for the last week. It was this 
that led the former to make a taunting re- 
mark directed at the Matthews boy, who re- 
torted. 
James Granger is 21 years old, but this, ttis 
said, did not deter him from striking the 
colored boy. The latter called for help, and 
Willway rushed from the house to his ageist- 
ance. finding that the two white boys were 
superior in strength, Willway seized a fence 
board and attempted to drive them awey. 
At this juncture Policeman Granger, who 
lives at 416 East Thirty-seventh street, ar- 
rived on the scene, He struck Willway sev- 
eral times on the head with his fists, it is 
said. A crowd gathered and several! friends 
of the policeman reinforced him to the ex- 
temt of beating the colored man over the 
head with clubs and sticks. 
After this was over. ‘Policeman Granger 
telephoned for a patro! wagon and Willway 
was taken to the Stanton avenue station. 
Neither the policeman’s sons nor his friends‘ 
were arrested. 


Policeman Explains His Act. 
“ How cidj the trouble start?” the police- 
man was asked last night. 
“I don’t know,” he answered. “TY just 
saw the mixup and then arrested Willway.”’ 
“ But why didn't you arrest your boys, 
who were also involved?’ 
*“ Wel), the colored man had a deadly weap- 
om in his hand—a fence board. I don’t see 
that there is anything much to this Why, 
ten years ago I used to arrest every colored 
man I found east of State street—that is. if | 
he didn’t have a good excuse for being in 
this terrftory.’’ 
At the Stanton avenue station a reporter 
was refused permission by Desk Sergt. John 
F. Doherty to see the prisoner. Chief of 
Police Mc Weeny, when reached over the tele- 
phone, also refused to let the reporter talk 
to the prisoner, McWeeny saying that “‘ he 
couldn't interfere in such matters.”

SUMMER COLONY TRAGEDY 


Both Victims Die Without Talk-

New York, Sept. 4.—[{Special.]—Miss Cath- 
erine Van Wyck, the 20 year old daughter 
of Albert Van Wyck of Brooklyn, was shot 
and killed tonight at Quogue, Lom Island, 
by. William A. Childs Jr., formerly of Engle- 
wood, N. J., whose family has occupied a cot- 
tage at Quogue for years. Childs then com- 
mitted suicide. | 

Childs was about the same age as Miss | 
Van Wyck and hed been attentive to her. 
Miss Van Wyck was popular and attractive 
and Childs was well regarded. During the 
afternoon they attended a baseball! game, but 
a little while before the shooting had been) 
walking along the beach talking earnestly. 

At about 6:80 o'clock Miss Van Wyck, 
Childs, and Paul Aquilar were together, when 
suddenly Childs stepped behind the young 
woman, and, before any one could gét near | 
enough to prevent, fired twice into Miss Van 
Wyck’s back. As she fell he gave one glance | 
and jumped over a fence surrounding a corn- 
field. He ran a short distance through the 
field and then another shot was heard 


Both Die Without Speaking. 

The shooting took place about 160 yards 
from the Van Wyckcottage. An automobile 
party that drove up immediately afterward 
took Miss Van Wyck fiome, and Dr. J. G. 
Greeff found that one bullet had gone 
through the young woman's back and lodged 
in her chest and the other had entered her 
side. She Nved about fifteen minutes after 
reaching home. 

The crowd that gathered after the shooting 
“found Childs lying unconscious in the corn- 
field. There was a bullet hole in his fore- 
head. He died in about an hour while three 
doctors were treating him. 

Both Childs and Miss Van Wyck dieq with- 
out regaining consciousness, so the/ exact 
cause of the shooting may not become known. 
Friends of both believe, however, that he 
was infatuated with her and that she had 
told him this evening she couldn't return 
his affections. 

Her friends know that another young man 
had been attentive to Miss Van Wyck this 
‘summer and that he was usually at Quogue 
visiting her on Sundays. He is Clarence 
Fraissinet, son of Leonce Fraissinet, presi- 
dent of the Button Machine company. The 
Fraissinet family has a cottage at Quogue.

Albert Van Wyck is a retired lawyer of 
Brooklyn.

Mr. Childs became wealthy 
through some connection with the devel- 
opment of the telephone.

“ This is notably the case in laws regulat- 
ing the employment of children, especially 
since the passage of the present child labor 
law. This law prohibits the employment of 
children under 14 years of age, and in certain 
ocotipations under 16 years of age. 

“ Later amendments of the law also pro- 
hibit such employment for more than eight 


‘hours a day. The act has received rigorous 


enforcement through the state factory in- 
epection department, and the employment of 
children has been greatly reduced. 

“ When it is considered what this means, 
that it has largely increased the attendance 
in our public echools, and has secured for 
many children who would have otherwise 
been denied the benefits of the splendid sys- 
tem of education provided for them there, the 
importance of this legislation is manifest.’’

FALLIERES SEES BIG FLEET 
IN MANEUVERS AT TOULON. 
Battleship Collides with Excursion Ves- 


eel but No Casualties Result from the 
Accident. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

TOULAON, Sept. 4.—President Fallieres and 
the membérs of the cabinet, on board the 
battleship Massena, reviewed an imposing 
array of warships today. The entire French 
fleet in home waters maneuvered. There 
were ninety-eight vessels of all descriptions | 
in the line, and their total displacement was 
419,000 tonsy which is greater than that of 
the German home fitet which recently as- 
sembled at Kiel.

BIG UNION MEETING BEGINS. 


Delegates Representing 1,667,000 
Members Present at Congress in 
Newcastle, England. 


NEWCASTLE, England, Sept. 4—Wide- 
spread interest centers in the annual meeting 
of the Trades Union congress, which opened 
today. Five hundred and fifty-four dele- 
gates representing 1,667,000 members, at- 
tended. 

Parliament is bound to be largely influ- 
enced by the recent upheavals in the labor 
world, and President Mullin gave the dele- 
gates a lead in his openingaddress.

Madero’s Running Mate Millstone. 

“Viva Madero; muera Pino Suarez” 
(Death to Pino Suarez), the shouts with 
which the people in Puebla greeted a speech 
by Francisca I. Madero today, indicate the 
manner in which the candidacy of José Pino 
Swarez for the vice presidency has been re- 
ceived in many parts of the republic. 

Only in a few quarters hag the insurgent 
movement been directed against the pro- 
gressive nominee for the presidency, but the 
spirit of antagonism toward Suarez has 
been manifested by public statements and’ 
editorials throughout the republic. 

Friends of Madero express fear thay the 
selection of Suarez and the riot of yesterday, 
in which Gen. Bernardino Reyes, the oppo- 
sition candidate for the presidency. was 
stoned, may have the effect of lessening the 
chances of Madero for election. A number of 
the dailies of the capital condemn the riot, 
asking in derision: 

“ What sort of a democracy is this which 
we have gained? ”’ 


Dr. Gomez Assails Madero. 

Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez, the de- 
feated candidate for the vice presidency, ina 
published statement, in which he bitterly 
acsails Madero as having annulled the bene- 
fits of the revolution, declares that under the 
régime of Diaz more consideration was given 
Madero when he organized a manifestation 
in the capital in 1910 than was accorded yes- 
terday to Gen. Reyes. 

While Madero in a public statement depre- 
cates the riot, he explained that the people 
were afraid Reyes would impose upon them 
another dictatorship. He also availed him- 
self of the opportunity to make a campaign 
prediction that his ticket will have the sup- 
port of 99 per cent of the people.

Col. Coughlin tells us his first act will be 
te put the kibosh on women’s white shoes. 

‘ “There is one thing I wish to say,” says 
Col. Coughlin, “and that is that the bell 
will ring Sept. 15 for white shoes. I am 
going to see that the white shoe goes under 
the bink.” 

We welcome our effulgences thus full of 
good purposes. ‘ 

UNCONCERNED VOTERS. 

Last week there was a special election in 
Omaha to decide whether the city should be 
governed under the commission plan. One 
would imagine that the proposal to revolu- 
tionize the municipal government would 
have brought an unusual number of voters 
to the polls. The commission plan has been 
so widely discussed during recent years that 
few who read the papers could have been in 
the dark about the question to be voted on 
or unaware of its importance. Yet of the 
17,000 registered voters only 7,686 marked 
their ballots. Of these 5,341, or less than 
one-third of the total] electorate voted for 
the plan and carried it. 

If there had been a tinge of politics in the 
election, if it had been a questiqn as to 
which man should fill a particular office, 
there would have been a much heavier vote. 
An important measure, a question of public 


' policy, a proposed radical change in the 


form of local government, interested less 
than half the legal voters. The passive ma- 
jority allowed the question to be settled for 
it by an intelligent, progressive minority. 

If it had oceurred to the framers of the 
Titincis constitution that nonpartisan ques- 
tions cannot bring out a full vote they would 
not have made the ratification of a constita-. 
tional amendment depend on its receiving a 
majority of all the votes cast at the general 
election at which it was submitted. They 
would have allowed those who took enough 
interest in the amendment to vote on it to 
determine its fate 7 

Omaha will have a more rational, 
cient, and economic form of government 
than in the past. It would not have itif the 
eonsent of a majority of all the voters had 
been required. 


THE NEXT STEP. 

Last week the replica of the Washington 
statue of Gen. Von Steuben was unveiled 
at Berlin. Ili is the gift of the American 
to the German people. Representative 
Bartholdt of Missouri, a German by birth, 
made the presentation speech. Init he said: 

“From the materia! to the political and 
ideal significance of today’s act is but a step. 
The peace president extends to the peace 
kaiser, under whose reign the phrase ‘ The 
empire is peace ’ has been verified, the hand 
of friendship for hearty codperation in the 
peaceful solution of the great problems of 
“civilization. Germany's forty years of 
peace is a guarantee to America that it 
requires but an incentive to crystallize mu- 
tual sympathy into a political fact.” 

The kaiser said those words found a 
lively responsive echo in the German em- 


pire. He spoke of the uninterrupted friend- | 
ship which bound together the German and 
American nations, “ and which always will 
bind them more closely.” 

Doubtless both Mr. Bartholdt and the em- 
péeror had in mind the’general arbitration 
treaty between the two countries which is 
now being worked out. Mr. Bartholdt as 
an enemy of war, and the emperor as a 
friend of peace are for such a treaty. But 
between them and the consummation of 
their wishes stand senators who pretend 
that if the treaty were ratified Germany 
would throw off the mask of pretended 
} friendship and begin to hunt up pretexts 
-for differences with the United States.

WHAT DOES THE PUBLIC GET? 

| Mayor Harrison, when home from his va- 
cation, will find himself well employed if 
he undertakes to discover just what tbe 
public may expect from the elevated rail- 
road merger and when. 

For years the prospect of public benefits 
heng on thig at first possible, then probable, 
then impending, and now accomplished uni- 
fication of elevated lines. 

Through routes could not be ordered and 
transfers could not be demanded because 
the lines were under different managements 
end the properties in different hands. 

The shrewd men who have planned and 
earried through the merger did not operate 
for the public. They are satisfied with re- 
sults, and it may be that the man who pays 
his 5 cents at the ticket office is just as help- 
| less now as he was before, but thet ig a 

matter which the city should lose no time in 
determining. 

The merger has been effected, but the 
publie benefit is yet to be found. 


INOCULATION AGAINST TYPHOD. 

The final stamp of approva) has been put 
on the anti-typhoid serum as far as the 
army is concerned. ‘Orders have been given 
for the compulsory inoculation against 
typhoid of every officer and enlisted man 
under 45 who has not already been im- 
munized. 

Two years ago a board of medical ex- 
perts, after a thorough study of the serum 
and its effeets, recommended that it should 
be introduced into the army as a voluntary 
measure in time of peace and that inocula- 
tion should be made compulsory in case of 
war or when troops took the field. The 
recommendation was approved. Prior to 


the Texas mobilization 17,000 soldiers con- | 
sented to be inoculated, and not one of them 
had typhoid... More convincing evidence of 
the value of the serum could not be desired, 
and the order that inoculation be compul- 
sory at all times has followed. 

Inoculation does not give permanent im- 
munity. The susceptibility to disease >f 
different individuals varies greatly, and 
while some would be protected for a year 
only, others would for a much longer time. 
So if a typhoid epidemic were to break out 
anywhere those who were exposed to it 
could make themselves immune for a year 
at least. The day may come when they 
will be required by law to do what they 
should do of their own motion. 

I¢ is certain that the next time there is a 
call for soldiers the camps of instruction 
will not be typhoid fever breeders. The 
volunteers will be immunized at once. If 
the doctors of the country do their duty 
they will recommend genera! inoculation 
whenever there is danger of a typhoid epi- 
| demic. The prudent man who wishes to 
take no chances will have himself inoculated 
every few years. , 


POSTAL SAVINGS DEPOSITS.. 

The attorney genera] of New York says 
that the moneys deposited in the postal sav- 
ings banks in that state are taxable. No 
doubt he is right about it, for while the 
posta] savings act exempts from all taxation 
the bonds it provides for, it does not the 
deposits. ¥ 

What is true of New York is true of Mli- 
nols and of other states which have archaic 
taxing systems. That description covers 
most of the states. If the Illinois revenue 
law were capable of enforcement the postal 
savings banks would do little business. The 
payment of 2 per cent interest by the gov- 
ernment would not be a spur to thrift, be- 
cause the state tax collectors would pocket 
more than half of what the government 
paid. 

We know that the law will not be gener- 
ally enforced any more than it is with the’ 
state savings banks. If it were put in opera- 
tion as to them there would be a notable 
falling off in deposits. But laws which on 
account of their palpable injustice cannot be 
enforced except occasionally and accident- 
ally ought to be repealed. They are vicious 
because they make men lawbreakers and in- 
culecate contempt for law. 

The state law under which postal savings 
bank deposits are pro forma taxable cannot 
be. modified without an amendment to the 
revenrfe article of the constitution. This 
general assembly should have submitted an 
appropriate amendment, but did not. Until 
the constitution and the law shal! have been 
changed or congress shal] make the deposits 
nontaxable there will be the possibility of 
an assessor here and there getting track of 
depositors and listing the smal! savings they 
have intrusted to the government. 


A SLAVE TO THEORY. 

Mr. Edgar H. Farrar, the president >¢ 
the American Bar association, prescribes 
an impossible cure for an admitted eyil. 
The lax corporation laws of many states 
are, as he truly says, “ the breeding places 
of industrial monstrosities.” If those mon- 
strosities confined their operations to the 
states which begot them the mischief would 
not be so great, but they do not. One, the 
creature of the vicious legislation of New . 
Jersey or West Virginia, will prey on the 
citizens of Alabama or lowa. What is 
needed is to kill existing corporate mon- 
strosities and prévent the birth of new ones, 


Mr. Farrar’s prescription is “ concerted 
action among -all the states.” He would 
have each of them purge its corporation laws 
of all objectionable features. He would 
have them exercise their reserved power 
over corporations and compel them either to 
mend their ways or liquidate. 

Soe they could if they would, but they will 
not. All see that except those who are op- 
posed to any enlargement of ctions of

~private life. 


the national government. They are entan- 
| gled in the meshes of the theory that where ! 


a state can and ought to do a thing, and yet 
fails to do it, the national government should 
keep its hands off. It would let corporations 
alone if the states did their duty, but not all 
of them will, and so long as one offends the 
nation suffers, The talk of uniform state 
legislation on the subject of corporations is 
futile, The difficulties are insurmountable, 
as the lawyers who have been trying to get 
uniform legislation as to other and less ma- 
teria] matters have learned. 

There-are states which offer liberal char- 
ters to corporations organized to do business 
outside those states because of the fees that 
acerue. New Jersey never would have or- 
dered the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey to liquidate, for it puts money in the 
state treasury. a 

We have not the profound respect for the 
corporation we once had, The legal fictions 
which sheltered it when it transgressed are 
shattered. We can see through the cor 
porate veil to the men who control it and 
punish them when they deserve punishment, 
The theory that if states do not regulate 
their corporations nobody else shall is no 
longer respectable.

The statement of David Jayne Hill, re 
tiring ambassador to Germany, does not go 
far enough. It disposes of one question 
only to raise another. The letter to him 
from President Taft makes ghort work of 
the story sent out from Washington, at the 
time of Mr. Hill’s resignation lagt April, 
that his course in regard to the potash 
question had displeased the state depart- 
ment. But who fabricated the story and 
put it in cirenlation? 

Mr. Hill says he has no comment to make 
now “on the source or the motive of these 
allegations.” The people have a right to 
be informed both as to the source and the 
motive. It appears that there has been a 
deliberate attempt to discredit a trained

RRIVING in New York teday on board

school, just outside Boston, Maas, and 
afterwards at a Wellesley college.

Tt is claimed that the marriage wag orig- 
inally brought about through an advertise- 
ment inserted by the marquis in the London 
newspapers in the summer of 1902, in which 
he offered the title of marquis and a geat in 
Westminster abbey for the coronation of 
Edward VII. in return for a marriage settle- 
ment of $100,000. The union, however, did 
not take place prior to the coronation, from 
which Miss Twining was conspicuous by her 
absence. 

In fact, the matter could not be negotiated 
in time, and it was only after the coronation 
that the aged marquis, with his long white 
eide whiskere of the Dundreary type and hig 
mass of white hair, waa introduced to Miss 
Twining at the Isthmian club, in London, by 
a mutual friend, Col. A. J. Gordon Kane of 
Brooklyn. Miss Twining is reported to have 
settled not $100,000 but §40.000 upon the mar-

etc. His navel office is that of hereditary 
lord high admiral of Leugh Neagh, which is 
the largest lake not merely of Ireland but 
also of the United Kingdom, covering an 
area of 158 square miles and with a coast line 
of sixty-five miles. 

The title dates back te the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, when the lake was the 
scene of many important naval battles, the 
last one fought on its waters having oc- 
curred in 1642. Recently a scheme has been 
under way for the draining of the lake with 
the object of rendering the land which it 
covers available for agricultural purposes.

Formerly the estates of the Marquesses of 
Donegall, who are entitled to wear at court 
and on state occasions the uniform of a lord 
high admiral, were of immense value, com- 
prising nearly all the land around Lough 
Neagh as well as the greater part of the city 
of Belfast. Most of the property was, how- 
ever, alienated by the third Marquis of Done- 
gall, whose sons predeceased him and who 
thereupon left everything that he could to 
his daughter, married to the eighth Har! of 
Shaftesbury; and there has been some talk 
in recent years of an attempt to recover pos- 
seesion of these estates. 

I note, by the way, that the “ Peerages” of 
Burke and Debrett refer to the late marquls 
as having been only twice married. This 
is a mistake. He was married three times. 
The dissolution of his first marriage, of which 
mo mention is made, furnished one of the 
causes célébre of the early ‘60s, the evidence 
going to show that the respondent had been 
previously married to a William Mure, her 
union to whom had been pronounced by the 
courts null and void on grounds identical with 
those upon, which the marquis based his ex- 
traordinary petition. The second wife of 
the marquis was a Miss Mary Cobd and an 
equally impossible personage. She was fre- 
quently fjaflied for disorderly conduct and 
disturbance, endeavored to Drain her hus- 
band witha hatchet, and died in a workhouse. 
The Canadian born, American educated 
Marchioness of Donegall who has just ar- 
rived in this country was the late peer’s third 
wife.

Tord Belmore, who has just celedDrated his 
golden wedding at Castle Koole, near En- 
niskillen, in,County Fermanagh, the home of 
his family*since the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, is the senior of all the representative 
peers of Ireland, having been elected to rep- 
resent the Irish peerage in the house of lords 
as far back as in 1867. Forty yeare ago he 
was in Australia as governor and commander 
in chief of New South Wales, and it was while 
staying with him at Sydney that King Ed- 
ward's sailor brother, the late Duke of Edin- 
burgh and of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, had the 
attempt mede upon his life by Farrell.

ALIEN LANDHOLDERS IN ILLINOIS. 

A recent answer by the Friend of the 
People concerning the rights of aliens to 
hold land in LUllinois was incorrect. The 
statute quoted was that of 1887. This 
has been superseded by one of more 
recent date. The latter act increases the 
disabilities of aliens in that it applies to 
all aliens, whether resident or nonresi- 
dent, whereas the former applied only to 
nonresident aliens. It is more liberal to 
the aliens, on the other hand, in that it 
permits them to acquire title to land and 
hold it for six years. If at the end of vix 
years the alien shall not have conveyed 
the land to a bona fide purchaser, or hare 
become a citizen of the United States, it 
is the duty of the state’s attorney to pro- 
ceed against him by information, sell the 
land, and pay over the money received to 
the state treasurer.

SWEEP THE “YARDS” VIADUCTS! 

Chicago, Aug. 31.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—At the stockyards they have covered via- 
ducts leading from the unloading chutes to 
the cattle pens, some of which are near a 
mile in length Thousands of cattle are 
driven over these viaducts daily and the 
excrement from the cattle accumulates from 
day to day and becomes like dust. 

These viaducts are seldom swept and men 
whose duty it is to take the cattle from the 
unloading chutes to the selling pens are com- 
pelled to breathe In a lteral clous of duat 
raised by the cattle. .

MOTOR BOAT DIXIE IV. VICTOR 
IN BIG INTERNATIONAL RACE, 


English Craft Prove Disappointment, 
Two of Them Being Barred for Com~ 
mitting “‘Nautical Sins.” 


Huntington, L. L, Sept. 4—In a decidedly one 
sided race Dixie IV., a 500 horsepower hydroplane 
ef the most pronounced type, today won the first 
of a series-of motor boat races between England 
and the United States for the world’s ch ion- 
ship trophy, known as the Harmeworth oa. 
never once showed its maximum speed in the “ont 
rounds of the triangular course of about thirty 
miles in Huntington bay. It easily distanced the 
greatiy feared Pioneer, owned by the Duke of 
Westminster, a 400 horsepower boat, winning 
by © seconds. 

Of the three English and three American boats 
only four finished, and three of them were Ameri- 
cans. Disturber II. of the American team trailed 
Pioneer across the finish. being followed in turn by 
Vive of the American trio. Dixie's average time 
wes 85:01 knots an hour. 

The T20 horsepower English boat Maple Leaf 
III, broke its steering gear near the finish of the 
second round and when it had gone about four- 
teen. miles, and retired. In dropping out Maple 
Leaf called a tow and was pulled in to her anchor- 
age. This is a nautical sin—to call for help—and 
the international, committee net oniy ruied out 
Maple Leaf from today’s race but barred it frorr 
competing In any others of the contests in this 
championship series. A similar fate befell the 
British Tyreless, 

This leaves only Pioneer to compete as a chal- 
lenger for the cup against the three Americans, 
The second race will be held tomorrow afternoon.

HESE are rather prim Follfes, as com- 

pared t@ others offered to us by Mr. 

Ziegfeld, and it does not become one who 

has expressed indignation at that en- 

terpeneur’s daring to remonstrate with 
him when he tries to be good. 

At the same time it must be admitted, re- 
luctantly, that this season’s crop does not rep- 
resent the usual gay harvest. Not that Mr. 
Ziegfeld’s orgiastic inclinations are regretted, 
for they are not. Often has he presented 
quick satires on things which needed satire, 
only to have them spoiled by little details not 
fit for observation by mother and the girls, 
to whom satire is as much of a beneficence as 
to any one else. The present output is clean, 
comparatively. But it lingers, now and then, 
perhaps for the reason that the subjects dis- 
cussed are alien, as yet, to this end of the 
eighteen hour journey.: 

No other complaint is available, since Mr. 
Ziegfeld in this manifestation of his genius 
remains supreme as our most expert of friv- 
olous showmen. No other producer !s so lav- 
ish with his dress and so sophisticated in his 
instructions to his librettist. Here is to be 
found no maudlin. romance between the cooing 
ingénue and the flanneled tenor. Wo labored 
effort at “artistic” characterization is to be 
discovered within the precinct of a Ziegfeld 
exhibition. His. words and music are, as they 
should be, a joke, his background and ensem- 
ble, a gorgeous picture. His theory is the 
ideal one .of shows with music.

Estimating the current “Follies” by other 
musical entertainments they, or it, must be 
classified as “immense,” as they say in “The 
Deep Purple.” Even if they are not so amus- 
ing as others of the same series, they rea@nain 
the smartest, the most logical, the wisest of 
shows with music. They are for the people 
who like to go to see them, and all others 
would better stay away. When Mr. Ziegfeld 
is good he is not very, very good, and when 
he is bad he is horrid only to fhose who be- 
long elsewhere.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
The Peach Season. 


FTER peaches and cream—which in 

cludes the trifle—the next most obvious 

use of peaches at the time of their 

abundance is to cook them in some way, 

it may be in preserves or puddings, or 
pies or pickles. The cooked peach par ex- 
cellence is of course that in the famous cob- 
bler. There are people, however, who cook 
their paste and then cover it with raw sliced 
peaches and whipped cream and call it a 
cobbler. 

For the peach cobbler some make a biscuit 
dough and others a genuine paste. The bona 
fide cobbler is undoubtedly cooked in a drip- 
ping pan, the layer of paste being covered with 
a layer of sweetened and seasoned peaches. 

Though raw peaches are used as layers be- 
tween cakes or in salads, they discolor or 
“rust” quickly, and there are few composi- 
tions of the dessert order where fine preserved 
peaches are not quite as acceptable or more 
so than the fresh fruit. 

All the larger fruits are best preserved by 
dropping them into a heavy sirup and cooking 
them. Such a sirup is made by boiling up to- 
gether the requisite amount of sugar with one- 
fourth as much water as sugar. 

Preserves of any sort keep much better than 
canned fruits, but peaches are one of the 
things that can best be used for salads, pud- 
dings, etc:, in places where they need to be less 
sweet than when preserved. 


> 

Perhaps there is no better recipe for can- 
ning peaches than that of Miss Parloa’s, given 
with government indorsement: 

Canned Peaches.—Eight quarts of peaches, 
one quart of sugar, three quarts of water. 
Put the sugar and water together and stir 
over the fire until the sugar is dissolved. When 
the sirup boils, skim it. ‘Draw the kettle back 
where the sirup will keep hot but not boil 
Pare the peaches, cut in halves and remove 
the stones unless you prefer to can the fruit 
whole. Put a layer of the prepared fruit in the 
preserving kettle and cover with some of the 
hot sirup. When the fruit begins to boil skim 
carefully. Boil gently for ten minutes, then 
put in the jars and seal. If the fruit is not 
fully ripe it may require a little longer time 
to cook. It should be so tender that it may be 
pierced easily with a silver fork. It is best 
to put only one layer of fruit in the preserving 
kettle. While this is cooking the fruit for the 
next batch may be prepared. The process of 
removing the skins may be hastened by wiping 
the fruit and dropping it in boiling water just 
long enough to loosen the skins. Fruit should 
be cooked at once after this in order that it 
may not discolor. 

Unless a person is a careful dishwasher and 
is willing to take: the pains to sterilize all jars 
and tops thoroughly, it 1s safer to can fruit 
by the other method, that is, cook it in the 
jars on a rack in a great kettle or boiler con- 
taining enough water to come up two-thirds 
to the top of the jars. Cans must be thorough- 
ly sterilized in making preserves, but it, is 
even more necessary for canned fruit. 
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An old fashioned way of preserving peaches 
was to make a leather of them. 

Peach Leather.—Squeeze out the pulp of 
very ripe peaches, spread it half an inch thick 
on plates and let it dry until quite hard and 
tough; then roll it up in layers with clean 
papers between. This used to be prepared 
especially for invalids, who greatly relished it. 
A tomato leather—it was before canned tomato 
days—was made in the same way. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches.—One peck of not. too 
ripe and soft peaches. Boil together three 
quarts of vinegar, one cup of water, three 
pounds of granulated sugar, one ounce of 
mixed spices—take out most of the mustard 
soeds—a stick or two of cinnamon, and a few 
cloves. After this mixture has boiled for half 
an hour add the peeled peaches, cook until 
tender, and seal in glass jars.

Comes; To Examine Schedules. 


Hearings Will Begin Tomorrow; Ship- 
pers Charge Discriminations. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioner C. A. 

Prouty is expected to arrive in Chicago to- 
day to begin on Wednesday a series of hear- 
ings in the genera] investigation of alleged 
unreasonable rates and practices in the 
transportation of wool, hides, and pelts from 
various western producing points to the east- 
ern markets. 
Following. four og five days of hearings the 
inquiry, which will be nation-wide in its 
scope, will be continued at Albuquerque, 
Denver, Salt Lake City, Phoenix, and Port- 
land. All of the transcontinental ratlroads 
are defendants in the case and a score of 
prominent traffic officials as well as woo! 
shippers from all parts of the west are ex- 
pected as witnesses. 


Commission Takes Initiative. 
The investigation hag been undertaken on 
the commission's own initiative, following 
many protests concerning the present rate 
adjustment from the wool shippers. Although 
the main complaint concerns the adjustment 
of rates as betwéen competing wool com- 
munities and markets, the wool interests are 
seeking a general reduction of their rates 
from second to fourth class. It is claimed 
that many other analogous commodities are 
accorded the lower rate. From Utah com- 
mon points this would give a reduction from 
$1.65% to $1.89 per 100 pounds to Chicago. 
One phage of the hearings will cover former prac- 
tices of the railroads in granting rebatee to the 
wool shippers. as they claim their rates have been |

English Market Goes 1% to 2 
Pence Higher on More Bull- 
ish Continental Advices. 


FROSTS HURT NORTHWEST 


Corn Cable Shows 13% Pence 
Higher; Canadian Grain Es- 
timates Are Lowered. 


With all domestic grain exchanges closed 
today the few traders who were on the curb 
were interested chiefly in foreign advices. 
The bullish advices on wheat from the con- 
tinent received on last Saturday were fol- 
lowed by an advance of 14%@24 at Liverpool 
yesterday. Corn was 1%4 higher at Liver- 
pool. 

Private cables from Liverpoo) said that the 
strength at Liverpool wae the result of the 
much stronger markets on this side Saturday 
and the further buying of wheat by the con- 
tinent. The advices from the continent, es- 
pecially from Germany and France, were ex- 
tremely bullish, and the cable reports of food 
riots in France bear out the claims of an ab- 
normal situation existing in regard to food 
supplies in that country. 


Foreign Cables Confirm Damage.
